SOME POLITICAL HISTORY. 


Presidential Customs lu tbe (Selec- 


tion ofCnbtuet Officers. 


N, December 16th. — Three 


United States Senators sat around uu 
open fireplace in the libary of another 
Senator on Saturday night dioscussing 
politics, and the various rumors afloat 
respecting the formation of President- 
elect Harrison's Cabinet. 
The host 


suddenly walked to a book-case, took 
therefrom a Tolume bound in sheep, and 
said: "I wish to rend you an extract 
from Mr. Blainea'a "Twenty Years in 
Congreta." The paragraph begins on 
page 283 o! volume one. 
It is aa fol- 


lows: 


Mr, Lincoln constituted hia Cabinet 


in a manner at least unusual, if not un- 
precedented. 
It bad been tha general 


practice cf Presidents from the first 
organization of the 
Government to 


tender the post of Seoratary of State to 
men considered to be the next in prom- 
inence to himself in the party to which 
both belonged. In the earliat history 
of the country the expected successor in 
the ExeoutiTe's 
office was selected. 


This was iudeed, for so long a period] 
the uniform custom that the appoint- 
ment to tbe State Department came to 
ba regarded as a designation to the 
Presidency. 
In political phase this 


mode of reaching the coveted place was 
. known as easy accession. By its oper- 
ation Madison succeeded Jefferson, Mon- 
roe succeeded Madison, and John Quincy 
Adams also succeeded. After a success- 
ful application for quarter of a ceutury 
the custom fell into disfavor, and, by 
bitter agitation, into disuse. The cause 
of its overthrow was by the appointment 
of Henry Clay to the State Department, 
and a baseless scandal of bargain and sale 
was invontad to deprive Mr. Clay of 
•easy accession'. After a few years, when 
National Conventions were introduced, 
it bacama the habit of the President to 
tender tbe State Department to his lead- 
ing or prominent competitor for the 
Presidential nomination.

Tbe Cabinet 


was completed by the appointment of 
Gideon Wells of Connecticut aa Secre- 
tary of ths Navy, Caleb B. Smith of In- 
diana, as Secretary ol tbe Interior, »ud 
Montgomery Blair as Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. 


"Mr. Lincoln effectually disposed of 


all the prominent candidates in bis own 
party," said this Senator, laying down 
the book, "by giving them Cabinet posi- 
tions. He was nominated for a sscoud 
term with practical unanimity, his chief 
rival in the Cabinet, Mr. Chase, having 
abandoned tbe fight when the Ohio Leg- 
islature passed resolutions in favor of 
Mr. Lincoln.

But with all tbe patronage of the Admin- 
istrttion at his disposal, and a record 
aa Secretary of the Treasury unparal 
leled in the financial history of the Gov- 
ernment, he was unable to attain his 
ambition. 
Mr. Elaine, who was Gen 


eral GarUeld's Secretary of Stato for the 
few months of the muiclerdd President's 
Administration, was eommnted by his 
puty, only (o meat with defeat at the 
polls. Bayard, who has been as regular 
a candidate foe the nomination of the 
Democratic party as has Mr. Sherman 
in tbe Bepnblioan raoke, was so com 
pletely overshadowed by Cleveland that 
hia name was not mentioned at tbe St. 
Louis Convention, although for years 
Mr. Bayard bad discharged the duties ol 
his offluu with less direct interference on 
the part of the Executive than has been 
felt by any other member of Cleveland's 
Cabinet.
